Buffalo, Sept. 16.—President Roose­ 
velt lins outlined lr some detail the pol* j 
icy he will follow during his incumbent 
t y of the office. 
It will he rem* inhered 
that when bt took the oath of office he 
stated with much definiteness: “ It shall 
be my aim to continuo absolutely un­ 
broken tho policy of President M cKin­ 
ley for peace, prosperity aud honor cl 
the country ” 
Sunday President Roose­ 
velt gathered together some personal 
friends in Buffalo and those members 
of the cabinet who were there and gave 
to them such ideas as he had already 
formulated for the conduct of public af­ 
fairs and his own policy. 
In no sense 
are they divergent from what 
have 
been understood as President M cKin­ 
ley’s policy. 
This policy as outlined to 
his friends at this conference will be 
for more liberal and extensive reciproc­ 
ity in the purchase and sale of comimwl- 
ities, so that the overproduction of tins 
country can be wifely disused of by 
fair and equitable arrangements with 
foreign countries.

only against the chief magistrate, but 
against every liberty-loving citisen. 
"President M cKinley crowned a life 
of largest love for his fellowmen, of 
most earnest endeavor for their welfare, 
by a death of Christian fortitude, aud 
both the way in which in the supreme 
hour of trial he met his death, will re­ 
main forever a precious heritage of our 
people. 
" I t is meet that we as a nation express 
our abiding love and our reverence of 
his 
and our deep sorrow for his un­ 
timely death 
"Now, theretofore, I, Theodore Roose­ 
velt, president of the Urn ted States, do 
appoint Thursday next, Sept. 
19, the 
day in which tho body of the president 
will be laid in its last earthly resting 
place, as a day of mourning and prayer 
throughout the United States. 
I earn­ 
estly recommend all the people to assem­ 
ble on that day iu their respective places 
of worship, there to bow down in sub­ 
mission to the will of Almighty God 
and to pay out of full hearts their hom­ 
age of love and reverence to the great 
aud good president whose death has 
smitten the nation with bitter grief. In 
witness whereof I have hereunto set ray 
baud and cause I the seal of the United 
States to be affixed.

T r ia l o f th e 
Buffalo, Sept. 16.—The assassin Czol- 
gosz does not yet know that President 
McKinley is dead aud probably will not 
know it nntil he is arraigned for m ur­ 
der. 
He will be indicted by the grand 
jurv and his case will be moved to the 
state supreme court. 
The arraignm ent 
will take place as soon as an indictm ent 
is returned. 
Governor Odell declined to call a spe­ 
cial term of the supremo court to try 
tho m urderer of the president as no 
such haste was necessary. 
He said that 
the district attorney had told him that 
grand jury would indict and the case 
would be on trial w ithin lo days, aud 
to call a special term and get a jury as­ 
sembled would take more time than 
that.

Baltimore, Sept. 16.—To the m ineral 
resources the agricultural resources of 
the south m ust be added in the estim ate 
of that section’s future, and in alalyu- 
ing Colonel Henry G. H ester’s review 
of the cotton year, tho M anufacturers’ 
Record points to the fact th at during 
the past two seasons 1858,852,269 worth 
of cotton has been m arketed as one of 
the reasons for southern prosperity, and 
says: 
“ In addition to receiving moro money 
than over before for its staple, the south 
m anufactured more cotton thau in any 
other year. 
In 1882 the 686,080 bales 
consumed by the southern mills were 
practically 23.84 per cent of the total 
num ber which w ent to the mills of this 
country. 
Iu 1901 the 1,620,931 bales for 
the south were 45.1* of the total con­ 
sumed in American mills. 
During the 
IO years the consum ption by southern 
milts increased every year but one, 1894, 
and shows a total advance of 134 per 
cent, while the takings by northern 
mills, which have 
been see-sawing, 
were actually 223,^’39 bales less in 1901 
than in 1892. 
The occupation of the 
northern mills in the production of finer 
goods, as those of the south have gained 
greater im portance 
in the trade of 
cheaper stuffs, ar: they have increased 
in numbers during the decade from 840 
to 668, explains in a great measure the 
stationary takings of the farmer. 
“ In the advance of southern mills and 
in their sharing possession, perhaps, of 
territory for trade once monopolized by 
northern ones, is no reason for alarm in 
New England. 
All tho mills of this 
I country used but 34 per cent of the crop 
I of 10,885,422 halos last year. 
At the 
Mime tim e this country im ported $34,* 
116,177 worth of cotton goods, of which 
$6,116,603 represented cloths. 
“ As long as the disproportion between 
tho am ount of cotton grown and tho 
am ount used in American continuos, as 
long as the south raises but OU*-ten th 
of its possible crop, as long as millions 
of dollars w orth of cotton goods are im­ 
ported, so long ought there to be no oc­ 
casion for faintheartedness in any part 
of the country about the future of 
America’s textile industry, but rather 
should there be the incentive lo push to 
the utm ost the energetic efforts which

allowed to retain 
as non-union 
all 
mills startl'd in any kind of shape Binoe 
strike order went into effect; tho mills 
that were completely tied up by tho 
strike are to remain nuder the Amal­ 
gamated scale. 
Nothing was said con­ 
cerning the National Tube works, the 
Federal or National Steel companies. 
The settlement means a big loss to 
the Amalgamated association, but leaves 
it still a strong organization. 
It seems 
impossible now to make an estimate of 
men who will return to work, though it 
seems probably that the big majority of 
those actually on strike will obey tho 
order to go in aud it is certain thai 
those who are not strikers will jump at 
the chauoe to work. 
The tin plate strikers aro in the worst 
plight of any. 
Six tin plate plants havn 
been started sinoe tho strike was ordered 
and the men who were formerly em­ 
ployed in these will have to go back as 
non-union or remain idle. 
The threat 
is openly and generally made that the 
tin plate workers will withdraw from 
the Amalgamated association and form 
a separate union of their own and still 
fight the trust under the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor.

STRIKE AT AN END. 


The Amalgamated Association Makes 
Peace With Steel Trust, 


THE STRIKERS LOSE. 


Several of the Mills That Were Union 
Will Be Operated as Non-Union. 
Some Dissatisfaction Exist* 
Among Tin 
Workers. 


Pittsburg, Sept. IO.—Matters pertain 
ing to the settlement of the stool strike 
are in a vory 
unsatisfactory state. 
When the telegraphic notice was sent | 
out Saturday night by Secretary Wil*. 
Hams to all vice presidents declaring 
the strike at au end, it could not bo 
learned definitely tliat the official order 
had been issued by President Shaffer, j 
Some of tho local strikers declare they 
have had no such notice aud many of 
them say they will not return to work, I 
order or no order, unless they are recog­ 
nized as union men. 
What is considered the real conditions 
of the settlement, though not officially 
announced, arc that tho settlement was 
made o f A’ for 
bree companies in 
dispute—The American Tin Plate, the 
American Shoot Steel and the American 
Steel Hoop—aud thtsa companies are 
allowed to retain 
as non-union 
all 
mills started in any kind of shape sinoe 
strike order went into effect; tho mills 
that were completely tied un by tho 
strike are to remain nuder the Amal­ 
gamated scale. 
Nothing was said con­ 
cerning the National Tube works, the 
Federal or National Steel companies. 
The settlement means a big loss to 
the Amalgamated association, but leaves 
it still a strong organization. 
It seems 
impossible now to make an estimate of 
men who will return to work, though ii 
seems probably that the big majority of 
those aotually on strike will obov tho 
order to go in aud it is certain that 
those who are not strikers will jump at 
the chance to work. 
The tin plate strikers are in the worst 
plight of any. 
Six tin plate plants have 
been started sinoe tho strike was ordered 
and the men who were formerly em­ 
ployed in ti esc will have to go back a* 
non-nnion or remain idle. 
The threat 
Is openly and generally made that tho 
tin plate workers will withdraw from 
the Amalgamated association and form 
a separate union of their own and still 
fight the trust nuder the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor. 


N O G E N E R A L R E S U M P T I O N .

Pittsburg, Sept. 16.—There was no 
general resumption of work at the steel 
mills here this morning. 
With the 
exception of the McKeesport mills this 
district is operating about tho same as 
last week, very few of the old men re­ 
porting for work. 
The strikers are all at sea, and the 
Amalgamated headquarters were crowd­ 
ed with committees from different local 
mills and out of town plants anxious to 
learn the terms of the settlement of tho 
strike. 
None had been officially noti­ 
fied the strike had been declared off. 
From the national officers of the Amal­ 
gamated association nothing oonld be 
learned of the terms of settlement. Pres­ 
ident Shaffer was inaccessible and the 
Other officers refused to give any in­ 
formation. 
Notwithstanding the dissatisfaction 
expressed by the strikers it is believed 
the mills all will be in operation before 
the end of the week.

Hacker Advocate* the Adoption of the 
Old Time V igilance Commit' ee*. 
New York, Sept. 
16.—“ Anarchists 
should bo dealt with severely,” said 
John W. Mackay in an interview. 
•‘We never had so good a govern­ 
ment in San Francisco aud Virginia 
City as during thoso years when the 
vigilance committees wore in control. 
Every offender was tried by a jury of 13 
good men, aud, if found guilty, execut­ 
ed on tho spot. 
Bad characters loft the 
country instantly ui>ou receiving warn­ 
ing from the committee. 
It did not 
have to be repeated. 
“ I hope the newspapers aud public 
officials will urge this immediate action. 
This shooting down of good men like 
President McKinley is a serious matter. 
It makes no different how brave a man 
may be some cowardly assassin may 
shoot him from a roof at some unex­ 
pected moment. 
Guards amount to 
nothing. 
Men have beeu assassinated 
in the midst of their soldiers. 
Tho time 
has ovule for business men to take hold 
of this matter aud settle it in good 
shape. 
Let the papers help the move­ 
ment along by urging congress so enaot 
suitable laws.” 
Senator D epew '* Remedy. 
New York, Sept. 16.—Senator Depew 
discussing the problem of what is to bo 
done to suppress tho growth of anarchy 
is quoted as saying:
